'-James Buchanan, the 15th president of 
the United States,* (13th administration) a 
democrat and senator from Pennsylvania, 
in 1854, was the originator and one of the 
three Ostcnd conference on the subject of 
the. acquisition of Cuba^;by the /United 
States, and with hia colleagues maintain- 
ed that, on : the principle % of -self per- 
eervution ; : from .' dangers^, oE.j.ihe- gravest 
kind, an rirmed intervention of the TJuited 
States and the capture of the island from 
tbe Spaniards wonid be' justifiable. 

The war with Mexico in 1845 to 1847, 
was a war of conquest pure and simple, in- 
augurated by the democratic party when 
James. K. Polk was president. A large 
elice.of territory from Mexico was acquired 
thereby and "no consent of the governed" 
was aBked oh the occasion. 

In 1660 James Buchanan was president, 
his term expiring March 4th, I8G1. . 

In bis cabinet were Howell , Cobbi 'John 
B. Floyd, Jacob Thompson and Isaac Tou- 
sey, the latter a northern man '_wilh south- 
ern principles, besides, Jefferson Davis, 
Slidell and Mason, and others, in the 
south, who were among tho chief conspir- 
ators in instigating the war of the rebell- 
ion for the purpose of establishing the 
Confederate States of America. 
' Such is a brief history, of the democrat 
party in connection with imperialism. 

Perhaps thero.was never before, in the 
history of tho world, an instance in which 
conspirators planning a rebellion had tho 
audacity and cunning to place themselves 
first in the chief posts of honor and power 
in the government which they wished to 
destroy. 

■ Aa a party in the South the following is 
what a Northern man said to a Southern 
friend: "The South are decidedly the ar- 
istocratic portion of this Union; you are 80

Most of these Southern states 'arc for 
Bryan; you hear of no appointments for 
aim to go tnere and talk; ho knows it is 
not necessary, but should he be elected you 
may be assured that they will claim a 
large share of patronage and power ob thoy 
did under Buchanan. . . 

, Their creed was that capital should own 
labor. Tlifi industrial classes were to be 
slaves in forced ignorance. 

The privileged class were to live in indol- 
ence and luxury, maintained by the toil of 
their unpaid serfs. To-day, some of these 
states are nullifying constitutional laws to 
get greater control of the colored man and 
his labor, and yet Bryan and hia followers 
ore prating about the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the "consent of the gov- 
erned!" 

How dare they preach such nonsense

The' rem- 
edy, or reform, is with the people, at their 
home precencts*, and candidates for dele- 
gates or official positions the subjects, 
The carelessness or indifference, or both, 
in this respect, is a fruitful sourco of these 
complaints, and tho evil is manifest" in 
legislative enactments accordingly.

act, or declare otherwise, to reduce them 
to order and* submission.. The Supreme 
Coiirt of the United States. so held long 
ago. The only difference up to tins point 

•between President MeKInley und Mr. 
Brynn Ik that President MeKInley. be- 
lieved he wn» doing right, belonged to' a 
party which had always been, as he him- 
self bad been, the champion of .polliienl 
liberty,, iir the past, nnd in right on 'all 
pr the other questions that arc ntttlakc 
in the coining election,' nnd Is til lo be 
trusted with nil new questions that shall 
arise.

barrass manufacture; which will reduce 
wages and destroy* credit; which will de- 
bauch the currency and render the stand- 
ard of. value .uncertain; which will impair 
the obligation of contracts and the value 
of savings; which will hurt our credit and

Tho question uh lo what is the "para- 
mount issue" In tills campaign is ouc on 
which men may honestly dlfferi l't seems 
to me. however, that the most important 
Issue before us, at the present moment "Is 
whether our domestic affairs rire to. be 
thrown into confusion and exposed to dis- 
aster, The rights and wrongs of our co- 
lonial possessions must In this emergency 
be subordinated to the rights and wrongs 
of our own affairs, ..... 

Furthermore, I n in. by 'no means satis- 
fied that Mr. Bryan would be a:safe per- 
son to whom to Intrust the Imperialistic 
questions which will confront us In the 
future. Tu my judgment he ought to 
have made his fight at the time when the 
treaty with Spain was before the Sen- 
ate. He. should have upheld the hands 
of such dissenting Republicans 'as Sena- 
tor Hoar, and he should have opposed to 
the bitter end the principle of buying for- 
eign peoples without (heir consent ami in 
the midst of a war for independence on 
their part. By supporting the. treaty Mr, 
Bryau made himself n party to its com- 
pact, and Is, more than any other one 
man,' except Mr. McKihlcy; responsible 
for the situation. , The treaty was' rati- 
fied, "the i purchase money 'was p*ald, t he 
islands arc In our possession.

The influence 
for good bus not stopped there,, hut .It 
has extended to all the ■ Spanish-speaking 
countries of America. Inquiries from 
these countries for American goods and 
in a nu fact ii res arc becoming more numer- 
ous every day. 

E wish lo say right here from my own 
knowledge of the business mea In Cuba, 
and from what they have Bald to me per- 
sonally, .that I am sure that their confi- 
dence In us alone was what made them 
continue business on the islands and feel 
that there was a future for theni. With- 
out un exception the business -men from 
Havana and other cities In Cuba have 
stated frankly to me that.If the United 
States should withdraw entirely from 
Cuba they themselves would feel obliged 
to go out of business; that all business 
confidence would be shaken. 
. Speaking especially of fabrics manu- 
factured from cotton, '.think how impor- 
tant It is that we find. now markets for 
our cotton goods. Of the. nine to twelve 
millions of bales of, raw cotton produced 
in tills country two-thirds of It is ex- 
ported and" made up into cotton cloths 
abroad. The exportation of the raw ma- 
terial In itself is an immense factor in 
our foreign trade and commerce, but how 
much better It would be, Instead of send- 
ing, two-thirds of the raw cotton abroad 
and using one-third in manufacturing 
goods In this country, to export one-third 
and use two-thirds here, . exporting the 
finished 'prod net. thereby -doubling the 
number of our mills and. factories and 
giving employment to twice the -number 
of operatives. 

It. is not. probable that we will ever 
gain very much of u Toothold on Chinese 
shores, far It docs not seem to be. the de- 
sire of the people of .this country nt large 
that -we should expand to' that ■ extent. 
But we have the Philippine Islands, prac- 
tically forced upon us by circumstances, 
which In the near future wilt prove to 
he one of the most valuable territorial 
acquisitions that we have made since the 
original thirteen .States were organized. 
Not only can. we. -In time, supply the 
seven or eight million inhabitants of 
those; Islands with' practically everything 
that they do not raise or manufacture 
themselves, but. we can use. the Islands 
as a stepping-stone to Asiatic countries. 
The majority of the large Hongkong and 
Shanghai houses already have branches 
In Manila, as well as representatives In 
New York; tills will complete -.tho chain 
of commercial .intercourse . between .this 
country and -China. 

What we heed to expand our trade uud 
commerce iwlth other countries is a' broad 
nnd liberal, policy by. this, government 
such" as. the present .administration^ lias 
adopted." '. t

. The people of Wyoming are vitally and 
intensely Interested in the outcome of the 
present campaign, Wyoming has been a 
State but a little over eight years, and 
of this period four years each of Demo- 
cratic aud Republican government have 
served, to Impress upon the minds of its 
people two distinct and impressive ob- 
ject lessons. The first period was dur- 
ing' the Democratic administration from 
1803 to 1800 inclusive, in which we suf- 
fered so severely In business matters and 
when our material conditions were con- 
fessedly so devoid of hope that, as we 
look buck it all seems like a .hideous 
nightmare. , 

The Kccond period of four years Is that 
formed by the MeKInley 'administration. 
At the outset of It we were awakened 
to life and. hope. During this time our 
Industries, . depressed and . unprofitable 
under Democratic" policies, have become 
prosperous, and- our business ventures 
remunerative .and satisfactory. The 
ranches, farms, cattle, sheep, mines and 
railroadsof our State all give substantial 
returns to the capital and labor expend- 
ed upon them,, and our people, Instead of 
being constant borrowers, are now pay- 
ing their debts and becoming lenders. 

Bryan's Bcare heads— "Expansion, Im- 
perialism and Militarism"— are not an 
Issue of the cumpnfgn in Wyoming. This 
State is the product of expansion. Every 
foot of its urea of 07,000 square miles 
was formed from territory acquired by 
acts of expansion such as the Louisiana 
purchase, the seizure of the Oregon coun- 
try, the Mexican treaty, and the Cali- 
fornia purchase, and all this without the 
consent of the- governed. 

One of our Wyoming volunteers who, 
when the war broke out, was a leading 
Democratic politician of the State, who 
went to the Philippines ns a private and 
through merit won: a commission, recent- 
ly wrote home as follows: 

"I would' like to be horiie so that I 
could vote against Bryan. I hope be 
will be defeated so badly that the buga- 
boo word Imperialism will never be 
heard again." ■ 

- The chief industries In Wyoming are 
live stock raising, farming, coal mining 
arid railroad operation. Sheep, cattle 
and horse raising form the greatest in- 
dustry of the State. During the four 
years of Democratic administration, and 
under the direct operations of the Wil- 
son tariff law, the condition of the sheep 
and wool Industry in Wyoming was" np- 
p ailing. Sheep brought, less than oue 
dollar ..i head; wool sold for five cents 
and sometimes, less per pound,* and' mut- 
ton shipments would scarcely realize the 
railroad freight to market. During that 
four years the highest annual assessed 
valuation of all the sheep ia. the State 
was $1,^08,000. 

But with theiMcKlnley administration 
and the Dingley tariff of 1807 sheep, 
which could scarcely find a purchaser at 
a dollar u head, now sell for four dollars. 
Wool now brings from fourteen to seven- 
teen cents. Mutton now sells for' from 
four to six cents a pound on foot And 
the assessed valuation, of sheep in Wy- 
oming is now $5,420,403, a gain In four 
years nt over 300 per cent. 

The contrast between ■ the • cattle In- 
dustry under Democratic und Republi- 
can administrations Is almost as. start- 
ling. From 1803 to 1807 depression and 
ruin was the rule. But, as in the sheep 
business, the election of MeKInley and 
inauguration of Republican policies 
wrought n marvelous "change. Mixed 
herds of cattle for (he past three years 
have sold Tor thirty to thirty-five dollars 
a' head; calves bring fifteen to twenty 
dollars a bead, and steers uow net the 
cattle raiser from forty-five to fifty-live 
dollars each. The assessed, valuation of 
cattle In Uie State now amounts to $0,- 
154,000 aud is rapidly increasing. 

Under the past four years. of Repub- 
licanism, Wyoming has grown to be nn 
important factor among the coal-produc- 
tng Stutes. During the four yenrs of 
Democratic rule, with the same number 
of mines as at present, the annual. pro- 
duction whs 2,430,811 tons as against 
4,500,000 Ions ]M?r annum during the 
past two years of the MeKInley adminis- 
tration. The ■ increase in production 
means more miners, more days worked, 
better pay. 

The .most hopeful feature of. Wyom- 
ing's, business condition Is to he found in 
the fact ^hnt Its local banks now carry 
the credits of Its business people. The 
deposits of Wyoming banks have increas- 
ed four-fold in- the pnst four years and 
the number of depositors has increased 
five-fold. Western banks are now ns In : 
'dependent of the East as the East Is of 
Europe, and It will be difficult, I. think* 
for Mr. Bryan to- convince our' people 
that this comfortable state. of affairs is 
not due directly to the wise and patriotic 
policy of the Republican party.- 

In 1800, when four years of depression 
and disaster had almost driven ouv.pcoplo 
to despair, Bryan carried the State' by 
about 250 plurality. Now If the people 
'.will' spare time from business, from- the 
ranch' :arid from the mine- to -go^ to the 
polls,, tills plurality will not only, be. lost 
to/Mr; Bryan, but the MeKInley aud 
Roosevelt electors will carry the State 
by n substantia] majority,

Talue of railroad consolidation to the pubiJ ,? 
He,. It Is only necessary, to 'attempt to . 
conceive of a return to former conditions. : 
The small independent railroads, with --Jci'J 
their relatively small number .of cin-,v"-: f 
ployes, each road with Its own standard** 
of equipment dependent upon" the idiosyn- . AV 
crasies of its ''principal. officers or dlrec- 
tors; each road with responsibilities to; . 
the public as, a' carrier only to .the extent . 
of its own Bhort . line— all these,. Jlmita-% 
tions suggest n local independence, which 
would permit .to; the railroad .the" employ- " 
ment of labor on the basis of "supply" 
for Its small demands. -\ 

On the other hand, the gradual- growth- V 
of large systems composed of many such" 
small lines produces a new and constant-., 
ly growing responsibility to. the public, ' 
until finally u point is reached where the 
law of supply and demand "affects' but* 
remotely the skilled .'labor necessary in 
transportation service. The function .per- 
formed by railroads has become too. im- 
portant to the body politic to permit of .. '£ 
any solution of these serious labor and 
wage questions, except by intelligent con- 
sideration on tie partof. the, representa- 
tives both of the mnnagctrient and of the 
employes. 

The effect of consolidation baa brought 
many good results'tb the employes: Aix- 
dncrcased. ability on the part of the,raIP 
roads to pay higher wages; to employ^ 
more men; an improvement In standards'., 
of tracks and equipment,, which has re- 
duced the hours for n day's. work anoV 
has made the service less dangerous. It- 
has also made- the employment of. men. 
In the service more, regular, throughout 
the year and thus kept together a regular' 
force, and has developed a code of stand-'- 
nrd rules, governing the 1 army of ^m-'- 
ploycs| which ha-re dignified their em- 
ployment and made more permanent their* 
positions. 

The saving by consolidation is due to» 
the ability to" develop bus! ticks econom- 
ically. 

Conversely, the business of any trunk", 
line to-day could, not he handled by u 
scries of Independent Hues with varying 
standards, at the present rates which are 
profitable 'to the larger lines. With- the 
improved efficiency and economy of trans- 
portation, rates. have constantly 'declined 
and trafile has been coutluitally develop- 
ed. With increased density or traffic-, 
the number of employes hn» becu increas- 
ed in proportion and has been paid a 
higher wage. The improved facilities 
and higher speed of trains have made' the - 
day's work for a trainman, .riot. bnc ; hun- 
dred miles as a maximum, but as a min- 
imum, so that to-day, with high speed, 
trains, the trainman may earn in two 
hours' time a wage higher ihnn he earn- 
ed in earlier days In five hours' time. 
Jilven though the wage per mile run were ' 
the same to-day as In past years, the ac- 
tual work which the trainman, can phy- 
sically do within reason a hie hours is 
oftentimes 100 per cent greater. The lo- 
comotive engineer of to-day roay average 
easily one hundred and severity-five miles 
per day, nnd at nu Increased rate of pay 
over the onc-hundrcd-uillc duy of the 
past. > 

In railroads, more than Jn any ulass of, 
labor in this country, we. have seen tho 
results of wise leadership on the part of 
the trade unions. Both capital and labor 
aim ut monopoly; the best result is ob- 
tained only when Intelligent .counsel pre- 
vails. The railroads are moving on to- 
ward greater consolidations and with -con- 
stantly increasing benotit to 'their million* 
employes nnd to the public, -'. More arid" 
more each year the .managements of rail-' 
roads acknowledge their public . duties,' 
more arid, more each year the operation 
of railroads is becoming a governmental 
function, so that, as I. see It, the best- 
condition will be renehed when the re- 
lations between the government arid the 
railroads are intelligently defined^ with 
the management "and operation left ln- 
the bunds of private persons: The Ideal - 
condition 'Is to >q ■ operate tthe railroads 
ns lo approach au; Idool governmental 
operation and yet to retain :the ownership- 
In private cnpltnl. 

The' history of railroad: wiigcs hus 
shown that ; tho' public hits;, been willing ' 
nl ways to reco'gn Ize the ' respoiisi I ill icles 
of railroad men, and has given its sym- 
pathy to them Iirtheit' reasonable de- 
mands. The. employes, as J a rule, have 
shown an Intelligent understanding of 
the reasonable wage, arid when iliey 
have uot acted fairly and wisely they, 
have not beon supported by the public, 
have been refused their demands, by the'; 
railroads, and have", learned. t,Hat>rcjis6p ' 
must prevail.
